Otto 
Christensen, a third man convicted of 
participation in the slaying, was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

The three gangsters were brought 
into the courtroom a few minutes be- 
fore 8 o’clock and lined up along the 
wall adjacent to the judge's bench. 
Surrounding them were a dozen or 
more deputy sheriffs and court bailiffs 
to prevent a possible escape or quell 
any disorder that might result from 
the the jury’s decision. 

dudge Warns Crowd. 

Judge Caverly came from his cham- 
bers and ascended the bench. He is- 
sued a warning to the crowd of court 
fans and friends of the three defend- 
ants to restrain from any disturbance 
under penalty of a jail sentence, 

The jury waa then brought in. Not 
a single venireman glanced to either 


side as the jurors filed in and took | 


their places in the box. 


The foreman handed Judge Caverly 
a batch of written forms in which were:

mer'’s knees gave away and he groped 


for support on the arms of a guard. 
Heffernan Is Unmoved. 
Heffernan heard without emotion the 


sentence condemning him to die on the 
gallows. His lower lip curled a bit, 
and he spoke in a low voice to a guard. 


Then came the final verdict, sending 
life.

A poll of the jury was taken at the 


request of attorneys for the defense. 
As the last man answered “yes” to 
a question from the court, the con- 
demned men moved away with their 
cordon of guards. They were taken 
back to the jail and placed in cells in 
“ murderers’ row.” 


The jury deliberated for more than 
eight hours, during which several jur- 
ors argued over the penalty to be given 
Christenson.

When tnformed of the action of the 


jury in sentencing two of the men to 


death, State’s Attorney Robert E.

penalty upon the guilty parties justly 
fitting and appropriate. When the 
message goes out that Heffernan and 
Cramer, once the idols of the under. 
world, have got to die at the end of a 
rope for the murder of a man they 
attempted to hold up and robd’of a few 
paltry dollars, the thieves and gunmen 
will pause and consider before they 
depart on their errands of crime.

Harding Signs Many 
Bills Today.

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[{Spe 
cilal.}—-In the midst of an eleventh 
hour filibuster in both houses congress 
tonight approved the conference report 
on the rural credits bill and sent it to 
the President for his signature. Mr. 
Harding will sign it tomorrow fore 
noon. , 

The senate also passed the house bill 
providing for the return of $45,000,000 
worth of the property of Germans 
seized during the war. 

With these accomplishments the 
Sixty-seventh congress virtually fin- 
ished its work tonight, and will meet 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow for the final for- 
malities before sine die adjournment 
at noon. 


Dixie Filibuster Starta. 


GOVERN SELVES 


Calls Internationalists 


World Peril. 


New York, March 3.—Democracy 
could have no place in a world govern. 
ment carrying out the ideas of the in- 
ternationalists, In the belief of Elihu 
Root, who declared today that such a 
system would so centralize the direct- 
ing power that there would be no op- 
portunity left for self-government. 

Mr. Root was speaker at the first 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the New Committee of One Hundred 
on Foreign Relations. 

“The primary purpose of the Com- 
mittee of One Hundred,” he said, “is 
to get into the hands of the American 
people a series of facts which form the 
necessary basis of all sound reason- 
ing upon international affairs. The 
fundamental thing is to set forth the 
correct idea of what a nation is. A 
nation is the expression of that neces- 
sity for liberty which consists of the 
right and opportunity for local self- 
government. 

Local Government Needed. 

“That is the sharp line of distinction 
between the organization of the civil- 
ized world and nations and the pro- 
posed organization of the world by the 
internationalists, under which all the 
world will be governed as’ one organi- 
zation—not the existing organization 
of nations. 

“If they are all governed as on6g 
there will be no local self-government. 
The central power will be in control. 

“There are a multitude of ideas all 
over the world, but the most galling 
tyrrany is for a community to be gov- 
erned by what some foreigner thinks 
is right. The most essential right of 
liberty is that the community ehall be 
governed in accordance with its own 
conceptions.” 

U. S. Has No Right in Rahr. 

The United States has no more right 
to stop France from going into the 
Ruhr than France would have in com- 
pelling this country to naturalize the 
Japanese, Mr. Root said, 

“In the long course of the growth 
of civilization,” spoke Mr. Root, * there 
have developed certain ways in which 
nations can help one another—certain 
good offices—meditation, conciliation, 
arbitration, various forms of compul- 
sion, justified only when the nation 
exercising it does so in asserting its 
rights, and then it has only the right 
to assert its own.

The Repubilean leaders then bore 
down on Senator Heflin, who was talk- 
ing against time, with appeals to allow 
the rural credits measure to be dis- 
posed of. At first he refused, until 
the house passed the nitrate bill. Dem-

Adopt Crane’s Suggestion. 


The resolutions were drawn up and 
adopted following a suggestion made 
by Jacob L. Crane Jr., municipal de 
velopment engineer and zoning con- 

ultant for the Chicago Real Estate 
Mr. Crane, one of the seven 
invited speakers, pointed out that 
every town in the Chicago area should 
have its own planning board, as should 
the counties. There also should be 
a central regional planning board to 
cot(rdinate and relate to one another 
the work of all the local units, he 
said, a clearing house for planning 
ideas and development projects, and 
a center for comprehensive planning 
for the whole region. \ 

The resolutions adopted recommend 
that a citizens’ committee of twenty- 
one report at a later meeting at the 
City club the features to be included 
in regional zoning and the extent of 
territory to be included in the metro- 
politan district—a point now some 
what vague.

CHANGING IDEAS OF 
THE CLASS STRUGGLE. 


There is nothing more vital to the common wel 
fare than the evolution of better relations be 
tween capital and labor, employers and employés 
Happily for us all there is such an evolution and 
though we are by ho means on the threshold of 
the millennium, we think a distinct advance is 
being made. The developments of recent years 
have been, in our view, especially promising, and 
the most important of them is that taking place in 
the employer's conception of his responsibility to 
his employés. 

There is, of course, the theory of the Socialis! 
that there is a complete and incurable oppositior. 
of essential interests as between wage payer and 
Wage receiver, and the Socialist cureall is the 
ebolition of the employer class. There is also the 
doctrine of the unionist and the old line employe! 
“that differences must be resolved as they arise by 
a conflict of forces. Meanwhile the general public 
sustains a large share of the cost of industria, 
warfare and gropes for some effective means of 
protecting its own interests in peace and produc 
tion. : 

But; between the extremes of practice and 
opinion, there is growing a movement which, while 
respecting our system of private industry, is try- 
ing with increasing success @ create a relation of 
partnership’ or closer codperation between the em- 
ployer and employé. We need not go into the 
various experiments on this line, of profit sharing, 
of shop councils, and other forms of employé pro 
tection and representation. What is common to 
them and of basic importance is the idea that the 
employé’s relation to his employment is not merely 
that of independent contract but of participation. 
In the concrete, thig idea must adapt itself to 
widely various conditions, but in principle it is 
sharply divided from the Socialist plan for solving 
the problems of the employé’s relation by abolish- 
ing capital and the contract theory which accepts 
as inevitable the clash of opposing interests, It 
recognizes a common interest in the success of 4 
common entérprise to which capital investment 
directorship, and labor investment all contribute 
It recognizes a conflict of interest over division of 
profits and losses and even in Conditions of service, 
but it seeks to establish methods of compromising 
and adjudicating differences arising therefrom 
which are &s little as possible injurious to the

THE WELL NAMED HUMAN 
RACE. 


It has been said that the English political in- 
stinct is to oppose concentration of power wherever 
it gets lodged If it is in’ the king ‘ft 1s transferred 
to the barons. If it returns to the king it is trans- 
ferred to perliament. Parliament becomes too 
strong and the king resurges.. The house of lords 
‘exercises an arbitrary power of veto and it is 
legislated out of its veto. Now the house of com- 
| mons has become a turbulent assembly of radicals, 
| communists, and laborites, and it is proposed to 
‘increase the power of the overthrown lords. 
| Balfour’s referendum amendment would provide 
| that if the lords dissent and proclaim that it is be 
| cause the bill is of such a nature that it must have 
| the consent of the people it shall not become a law 

The form of 
democracy is shifting and changing again. 

People in England, probably distressed by hearing 
a Scottish laborite tell Lady Astor to shut up and 
go home, are asking if anything can be done with 
democracy. Isn’t it, however you shift it around 
and change its forms, merely a clumsy failure? 
Isn't everything a failure? Grey of Falloden says 
that his faith is unimpaired and that cheers the 
liberals, who have a post-war moodiness. 

We know that the shifts the American democracy 
makes always seem better in the prospectus than 
they prove to be on delivery. You couldn’t prove 
much for the direct election of senators by the case 
of Mr. Brookhart of Iowa, but we were not much 
fascinated by the virtue of the other system, which 
produced Mr. Lorimer of Illinois. 

We didn’t like the rule of bosses which controlled 
nominations without the consent of the people and 
sometimes stacked elections so that their consent 
was not necessary, but the direct primary does not 
have results which charm all of its advocates. 

Autocracy frequently is at its worst in forcing 
wars and democracy frequently at its worst in 
fighting them and recovering from them. John 
Morley said that what he disliked chiefly about war, 
saying it when he saw the effect of the Boer war on 
English public opinion, was the mental distortion 
it produced at home. 

Probably the worst period of the American de- 
mocracy was that following the civll war; when 
radical Republicans in congress ran out of bounds 
and perpetrated outrages against sanity. 

Ten years before 1914 the Austro-Hungarian chief 
of staff was pursuing a policy of provoking war to 
save the monarchy. That congeries of races and 
peoples was falling to pieces and he wanted war 
to bring them together again. His main objective 
wats Italy, but his opinion was that Serbia should 
be obliterated first before an attempt was made to 
take Venice from the Italians. He got Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, and the world is trying to recover 
now from the rest of the avalanche. Whatever 
mistakes democracy makes getting into and out of 
wars, the other system of deliberately getting into 
them doesn’t work at all. 

After two years of exploration. tn Patagonia the 
discovery of a civilization preceding that of the 
Peruvian Incas is announced. The people lived 
in walled towns, walls forty feqt high, built of 
basalt, and they knew the use of the arch. Also 
the discovery of a skull in tertiary sandstone is an- 
nounced, with the statement that the citizen to 
whom it was once attached must have lived several 
million years ago, say a million at least. 

The shell of his antiquity brings the new pharaoh 
in the Egyptian necropolis of Kings within the 
reach of our own time. He becomes a contempo- 
rary and is almost exposed to a grand jury investi- 
gation. 

Evidently for a long while peaple have been get- 
ting albng somehow, probably never as well as they 
might and probably never as badly as you might 
reasonably expect they would. The citizens who 
had the glacia] period to contend with no doubt had 
the greatest reason to ask whither they were drift- 
ing and to admit a doubt as to the continuance of 
their forms of society.

AMNESIA FOR EUROPE. 

If the distracted lady, Buropa, sre suddenly 
stricken with what the déctors call amnesia, or loss 
of memory, the affliction would probably be the 
greatest blessing she coyld receive. It is a truism 
that from her memories of past wrongs and of past 
glories spring many of her policies, or at any rate 
the deep-seated and passionate popular emotions 
with which governments support their projects. 
If the European peoples could look at the facts ‘to 
their situation today, uncolored by the past, if they 
could sit down with a clear sheet before them to 
draw a design for a new European structure, they 
might find it unexpectedly easy. 

We do not contend that it would be very 
easy. There are difficulties having nothing to do 
with the past, interests of the present which are 
incompatible and which only the wisest planning 
and the best spirit could compromise. But Amer- 
icans, viewing the problem of European peace 
and rehabilitation as a whole and from the view- 
point of our own integrated community, cannot but 
think they see clearly what Europe needs. Doubt- 
less we lack appreciation of the historic forces 
which prevent the Europ. an peoples from getting 
together and are inclined to propose counsels of 
perfection. Man is a political animal, or at any 
rate a being of feeling, memory, and imagination. 


With the same history we should be doing about 


as the Europeans are doing. Nevertheless, our 
view is of value because it is, tn a sense, unforced 
and uncolored. At any rate, it is our view, and 
our attitude toward Europe, complained of abroad 
as unsympathetic, if not indeed faithless, is based 
upon that view. 

A people widely scattered, differing tn race and 
religion and economic condition, contrived on this 
continent to “form a more perfect union” and 
avoid the evils which such diversity has kept 
alive in Europe, and one of the most important 
reasons for our success was that Americans were 
looking forward, not back.

CONTAGION IN DISHES. 


HE Chicago health department 

sent its inspectors out to gather 

evidence on the possible spread of 

certain communicable diseases by 
eating utensils. The specimens gath- 
ered up by the inspectors were very care- 
fully examined at the laboratory. It 
was proved that such method of spread 
was possible. On the basis ‘of the find- 
ings Commissioner Bundesen issued pub- 
lic warnings. 

This inquiry was undertaken as one 
of the measures of contro) of the usual 
winter-spring increase of contagion and 
especially of such forms of contagion 
as pneumonia, influenza, bronchitis, sore 
throats, coryza, or common cold. This 
was by no means the first time eating 
utensils had been examined, 

eo 

Soon after the great influenza wave 
of 1918, Lynch and Cummings began 
writing on the same subject. They 
had been observing methods of wash- 
ing dishes and spoons in army camps 
while influenza was prevailing, and they 
were of the opinion that improperly 
washed dishes had been largely respon- 
sible for the spread of that disease. 
They considered that certain epidemics 
of influenza had been curtailed by steril- 
izing dishes and spoons instead of merely 
washing them, 


_ Floyd and Frothingham examined 
dishes used by consumptives in homes 
where extra care was taken to make 
‘things safe, They injected the dish 
washings into guinea pigs, and in that 
way infected them with tuberculosis. 
They experimented with dishes from 
twenty-five such homes. They got one 
infection from a washed dish and four 
from dish water. The authors con- 
clude that there ts some danger from 
the repeated use of a dish towel in 
a home where there is a case of tuber- 
culosis. 

Dearstyne has reported one investi- 
gation of the bacterial flora of dishes 
washed in different ways. 

— . 

Price Taylor and a number of others 
have reported on dishes and dish wash- 
ing in relation to the spread of con- 
sumption, The reason for suspecting 
dishes is the intimate contact between 
them and the mouth, and practically all 
contagion enters the body through the 
mouth and through that other gateway 
but an inch away, the nose. 

As a matter of fact, ordinury dish 
washing is a pretty sloppy procedure. 
It barely suffices to remove the visible 
dirt. I wish the society queen would 
remove the taboo from a close inspec- 
tion of the plate, cup, spoon and fork 
b Ure eating, and the use of a clean 
napkin to clean off the gross dirt when 
necessary. Since putting the knife 
in the mouth and drinking out of the 
saucer are now taboo, we will not ask 
her ladyship to make any new rulings 
about these tools of the trade. 

If she is lacking in courage, we will 
withdraw our request so far as private 
homes are concerned, but will double 
the emphasis on the request for a rul- 
ing on good form in public eating places. 
If the custom was to give the eating 
tools a close look and to call for a 
napkin for the purpose of cleaning a 
plate in public eating places, before 
long the kitchen methods would be 
changed. More steam and more chem- 


fcals would be employed. Soon the 
private home kitchens would feel the 
influence and their methods. would im-

Use no poultices or other dirty applica 
tions. 

Avoid occupations which irritate the skin 
and cause boils.

The news that the Munich trip of 
the chancellor has t 2en definitely can.

situation was immediately taken here 
as.an indication’ that any negotiations 
with the French are impossible for the 
moment. Chancellor Cuno is expected 
to ask for‘a vote of confidence by the 
Reichstag on his policy of passive re- 
sistance to France. 


Unemployed Demand Work. 


The first demonstration of unem- 
ployed due to the French invasion was 
broken up today at Neumunster, near 
Kiel. The demonstrators, led by com 
munists, marched to the union head- 
quarters demanding employment. They 
menaced the union secretary, who told 
them no work was available. They 
then marched through the city and 
stormed the town hall. The police in- 
terfered and arrested the leaders. Later 
on the police broke up a larger demon- 
stration. 

Ten men were seriously hurt in a 
similar demonstration in Kiel, which 
the police broke up.

Out in South Chicago, George W. 


+ Timberlake, a backyard poultry keep- 


er, has figured out a way of using an 
ordinary goods box for a brooder that 
has solved the brooder problem for 
himself and dozens of other Chica- 
goans. Evidence of the effectiveness 
homemade brooder is to be 
found in his record book, which shows 
that of fifty baby chicks he saved 
forty-nine. 

The entire brooder and equipment is 
homemade, and so simple and inex- 
pensive it can be built by any one who 


can drive nails. Let Mr. Timberlake | 


tell you how he made the  brooder, 
which he keeps in such sanitary con- 
dition in his kitchen that it would pass 
the inspection of the most critical 
“kitchen police.” 

“Before I brought my baby chicks 


‘home, I made my brooder and had 


things all ready,” he said. “I took a 
goods box 48 inches long, 24 inches 
wide and 12 inches deep and put a par- 
tition in about 18 inches from one end. 
This end made a compartment big 
enough for a hover and furnished plenty 
of room for fifty chicks. In the center 
of the hover I placed my homemade

‘‘In the other end of the box I had 
a cooling compartment, 24x30 inches. 
The chicks can go from the hover 
to the cooling compartment, which is 
left open at the top. I cover the floor 
first with paper and then a layer of 
clean sand, and clean the  brooder 
twice a day.or oftener. There is plenty 
of room for a water fountain, mash 
and grit hoppers in the cooling com- 
partment. I believe a brooder twelve 
inches high is about right, but within 
a few weeks the chicks are big enough 
to fly out. I stopped that by tacking 
an eight inch screen wire around the 
top edge of the cooling compartment. 
On Saturdays and Sundays I took the 
chicks down in my yard and let them, 
run on the ground to get used to out- 
door conditions.

“But it'll work out all right,” said 
the building commissioner.

Hog prices yesterday riled strong 
to 10c higher, weightier kinds show- 
ing the most strength, while pigs were 
practically unsalable at $1.00@2.00 
lower prices. compared with a week 
ago. Top sorted 160@180 lb averages 
brought $8.45, standing 20c above pre- 
vious Saturday, while the average 


price at $8.20 stands 5c above Friday ' 


and 35c higher than a week ago. Ship- 
pers secured 3,000, with the 4,000 left 
unsold consisting largely of pigs and 
undesirable grades of hogs. 

The week’s receipts of hogs, at 196,100, 
were practically the smallest in three 
months, being 41,200 below previous week 
and 41,600 above the ten year average.

Lambs Glose Steady. 

Desirable wooled lambs closed gener- 
ally steady, with late previous week, 
while in-between and commoner kinds 
reflected 15@25c decline. Clipped lambs 
ruled strong to 25c higher, weightier 
stock showing even more gain oyer the 
recent low point. Aged sheep sold steady 
to strong with a week ago, although bulk 
of offerings arrived without fleece on the 
closing rounds. Shearing lambs moved 
on a strong undertone. Better quality 
and fewer shorn lambs helped to advance 
the week’s average price 10¢ above pre- 
vious week at $13.95.

* But the egg is also the great standby 
ih kitchenette cookery, and the table 
appointments and dining place may 
hen afford more stimulation to the 
ippetite. And the egg is used in- 
‘tewminably and monotonously in many 
a home in which old fashioned Amer- 
tan breakfast conditions have been 
painfully discarded, and also in homes 
in which but slight exertion to supply 
a meal with something of the meat 
order seems highly attractive. 

For the cooking editor with convic- 
tions on this subject, there is no more 
difficult subject to write upon than 
the egg, especia'ly she cannot let alone 
its qualities and potentialities as food. 
Why not let these alone? It 4s easy 
enough to give scores and hundfeds of 
times scores of recipes for cooking 
epes. . | 

It is not easy to let the food value 
question alone because cooks often 
make too many uses of the egg, leav- 
ing few things free and particularly 
because so many people are accus 
tomed to saying that the egg is a 
perfect food. 

I have myself known of some one 
actually endangering and shortening 
his life because he helieved that, and 
news items have supplied other in- 
stances. 

Eaten to Excess. 

In fact, collecting data on the sub- 
ject of eggs as food has been one of 
my hobbies, although I used to believe 
that the egg was a comfort for tired 
days, for lone days, for rest days, and 
restful days, and then I began to think 
for myself. I saw doctors prescribing 
eggs in such quantities as to seem to 
me dangerous—greatly unbalanced— 
and people.often eating them in excess, 
with easily observable results. 

‘A year or two ago a young Harvard 
college freshman committed suicide, 
and his father, in giving the reason, to 
be printed as a news item, said: “ Any- 
thing that he took which had the silght- 
est touch of eggs in it made him sick. 
This included ice cream, candy, cakes, 
and other dainties, as well as eggx 
themselves as food. This distressed 
him at Harvard, where he dined with 
his fellow freshmen; also he was able 
to get little nourishment. Half the 
fpod he was offered contained some 
form of eggs, and you can understand 
His embarrassment, especially when he 
undertook to tackle some of the things 
amd had to leave the table. This sad 
condition preyed on his mind to such 
an extent that it finally drove him out 
of his senses. Treatment during the 
last six months at times ‘seethed to re- 
lieve my boy, but only temporarily.” 

This seems to prove that there are 
same people who cannot eat eggs, and 
quite as certainly there are some peo 
ple who should not, and yet half the 
feod presented to them contains eggs, 


and besides that they may have plain, ° 


boiled, or fried or poached eggs for 
breakfast. This forces people who 
should not eet eggs in any quantity, 
or perhaps not at all, to what we may 
call everindulgence in a food that cer- 
tainly gan do a good dea} of harm to 
our-human chemistry, which we may 
see ifwe will but’ observe, while it 
may. come far short of killing»us.

me their babies could not take eggs, be- 
cause I thought everybody could take 
eggs; it is as simple a food as there is. 
If they agree with babies I think they 


are all right.” : 

But most likely the doctor was all 
wrong when he said the egg was as 
simple a. food as there is. He did not 
know much chemistry, nor had any- 
thing at all of the modern knowledge 
of human chemistry. As for me, I 
thought I had formulated the idea 
fairly well several years ago when I 
said: Since an egg plus warmth will 
produce bones and blood and flesh 
and feathers, a reasoning eater might 
begin to wonder what it would do for 
him, since he knows he cannot fly. 

Paying the Penalty. 

Chemically an egg has as high or 
much higher potentiality than any 
food we eat. The seed is modest be- 
side it. On this account, while eggs 
may make blood and iron for some 
people, they certainly make trouble for 
others. A moderate amount of egg 
might hurt but few eaters, yet how 
shall each man decide what is an ex: 
cess for him? It-is easy for him who 
soon feels discomfort after eating eggs, 
although he may be able to eat them 
in one fashion and feel no discomfort 
and in another and get a digestive dis- 
turbance, 

Of course, there are people who do 
not get, or note, a harmful reaction 
from eating a food soon enough to 
know what has hurt them, although 
they later find out they are hurt. 
They may suffer quite obscurely from 
eating eggs. A constant breakfast 
diet of eggs is, to my mind, risky.

What we want to avoid 
in dressing is inharmonious contrast, 
ust as much as we wish to avoid a 
perfect match throughout our outfit, 
such as all gray or all brown. Ina 
harmoffious combination there must be 
no element that is discordant. That is,

There are in commonest use suits of 
either dark blue, some shade of brown, 
gray, or black.

Systems. However, if a hot air type 
of furnace is used the heater should 
be placed more nearly in the center of 
the building, in order to secure better 
distribution. The heater and coal 
rooms should be inclosed in dust tight 
partitions, so as to prevent ash ana 
coal dust from spreading into other 
parts of the basement and being car- 
ried up into the living room above. In 
this connection the Seeretary Hoover 
document contains some interesting 
diagrams showing how the ceilings 
and walls adjacent to the heating 
plants should be protected to guard 
against fire. This is a point often neg- 
lected in small dwelling houses and 
is the reason for a great many losses 
occasioned by fires.

“Peter Weston’s’”’ Arrival

POWER of fine acting is conferred on the stressful and somewhat old 

fashioned theatricalism that Kives “Peter Weston” its effectiveness. 

This is a plangent play: its centra! characters are much occupied, first 

and last, in beating their breasts and giving voice to lamentation. It is 
a frank return to the stirring days when emotion was its own excuse for being 
on the stage—when the actor of a tragic role counted that evening lost whose 
end did not find him in his dressing room com- 
pletely worn out. Resounding adventures in woe 
are the warp and woof of “Peter Weston.” Its 
actors, according to their lights, wring from thesé 
episodes their last drop of savage bitterness, and 
the enthusiasm which prevails at the Harris these 
nights would seem to indicate that some of us, per- 
haps, are a little weary of reticence and subtle 
ties. 

Something has been said of Frank Keenan's 
driving performance in the name part of the play. 
It is a profoundly moving characterization, redo- 
lent of the theater (as I think it should be), and 
altogether the sort of thing which, in the argot of 
curbstone criticism, “ brings ‘em out of their 
seats.” You will not readily forget his picture of 
| Peter Weston’s progress from the heights to the 
depths. X 
But there is something to be said, too, eon- JUDITH ANDERSON 
cerning certain of his fellow players. Miss Judith (Apeda Photo.) 
Anderson, for instance. She is, if I mistake not, new to this frontier. She is 
| youthful, alert, and engaging, and I suspect that whoever found her achieved 
a discovery of importance. Her deportment in her present surroundings 
stamps her unmistakably as an emotional actress of great promise

Eloquent Hands and a Haunting Portrayal. 


Traversing an extraordinarily difficult rdéle, she emerges with flying colars. 

'One scene in particular she enacts with remarkable vividness. She is Peter 
Weston’s daughter, and the calamities which beset. his family have quickly 
| overtaken her. The man she was to have married had been shot to death. 
The man who did it is her brother. Peter Weston, stern and implacable, is 
determined that no son of his shall be convicted of murder. His will is inflexi- 
ble. Consideration for grief has no place in his plans. His daughter must 
testify that her lover had hounded her and that her brother killed to defend 
her. It is grotesquely untrue, but no matter. She must be summoned forth- 
with and given her instructions. 

So she creeps into her father's presence, a pitiful figure, her nerves shat- 
tered, her face drawn and pale. She pleads to be let alone; slowly, dully, she 
| comprehends that she must sthy and listen. She gropes her way to a chair 
and becomes submissive, Only her hands rebel. They twitch and move about 
endlessly, febrile tokens of the storm within. Eloquent hands, these. Some- 
how the actress contrives to make them actually seem thin and wasted. 

Into her befogged brain the father pounds the story that she must remem- 
ber and repeat. A lawyer sits by and helps, with little taste for the grisly 
task. Presently the girl is made to comprehend. To protect the family honor 
she is to murder the memory of the man she loved. In the end the father wins. 
She agrees—and gives way to hysterical laughter. 

“* Amd I,” she cries wildly, ‘‘—I am to be the mother of his child!” 

Peter Weston is stunned, but there is no stopping this man. Bewilderment 
lasts only for a moment; then comes triumph. He turns to the lawyer. 

“ Harrison,” he says, “ that’s our defense!” 

Well, it’s stagey, of course. The play is like that. Badly acted, the scene 
would be preposterous. In Miss Anderson’s hands it becomes a haunting por- 
| trayal of collapse, bleak despair, and spiritual tortura I cannot, at the 
| moment, think of any one who would havé@ done it better. 

Other good bits are to be observed in the progress of the play-—bdits of 
persuasive acting that would stand out in any performance, Clyde North, as 
the murderer, flashes into a superb moment as his victim falls before him; 
here, briefly visible, is a veritable picture of black, craven terror. In a role 
of airy sophistication Miss Marie Nordstrom projects a brittle mood that pro- 
vides lively contrast to the surrounding gloom. Even George W, Barnum, with 
no more than a butler’s lines, manages one piteous little interlude with telling

local celebrities, and awards a prize 

n the annual exhibit at the Art in- 
stitute.

EW YORK.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.]—What I like about the girl 
of today is her fidelity, season after 
season, to certain becoming lines 

and styles. For example, the cloche hat, 
simply and softly trimmed; the natural 
waist, the sheath dress, the cape. 

Style makers cannot budge her from 
certain allegiances, so they compromise. 
They have gone all over the world to get 
new fabrics and new designs to make up 
on conventional lines. They seem to say, 
“We shall be talked about because of 
strange colorings and strange patternings 
at any rate if we cannot remold the hu- 
man figure to our heart's desire.” 

Because the modern girl refuses to 
throw out becomingness, comfort, and 
practicality, and take whim and waste 
for runningmates, she is to be praised, 
whether she comes to her sanity of her 
own good impulse or is forced to it by the 


government's tax levies on papas purse. 
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I think of this today more especially 


hecause of the way the cape and sheath 


dress loom up on the style horizon. We 
have had capes for a long time, but still 
they cross the far hills in battalions, mov- 
ing this way for spring, shorter, by a 
whole Jot, than during the winter. Some- 
times oniy a half porton of a cape, as in 
figures No. 1 and No. 5, where they turn 
suddenly and mysteriously into a blouse 
back and one perfectly regular sleeve. 
The variety is amazing. Almost as amaz- 
ing as the spring appetite for the type. 

Bertha Kalich in “ Jitta’s Atonement ” 
is one who wears this combination of half 
portions. Her coat of tan cloth is swath- 
ing cape on the right side ind flaring 
coat sleeve on the other. 

An economy in making a cape suit that 
I have observed in the best houses is the 
use of the picot edge. One charming cape 
to a gray crépe frock consisted of three 
inch bands of the crépe, one edge picoted, 
posed on a wide, straight scarf of the 
crépe, beginning about the depth of a 


voke from the top. Thie scarf, when laid 
on the shoulders, fell in a semi-circular 
curve from hip to hip across the back. It 
was held in front by straight panels of the 
goods without the folds and streamer ties. 
So simple, yet so fetching, an idea could 
be easily worked oyt by a home dress- 
maker. 

Vertical banding is seen a great deal as 
trimming. An illustration is the first fig- 
ure to the left, where the cape and coat 
combination is worked out in white flan- 
nel and the military suggestion carried 
out even to the hint of trappings for an 
officer's sword on the skirt, two swords, 
indeed. The bandings are black. 

There is an all embracing love of black 
and white in the new styles, by the way. 
Therein lies refuge from the color mania. 
A none too quiet one, at that. Black and 
white combined have a way of their own 
of drawing the public’s eye. 


Lest that might not happen, figure No. 


7 takes unto its black and white check- 
ness a brilliant vermillon lining. It '- 


quite the thing to do if you like to do Kk. 


Do not fail to mark the brilliant kérchief 
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coat. The one piece dress is lapped over 
in front and tied at the side with ribbon. 
Only one pocket has been arranged for. 

Engrossing as ic the interest in capes, 
that for brown as a color surpasses it. 
Society cannot get enough of brown. 
Brown hats are worn with black veils, 
black hats with brown veils, brown tulle 
in masses covers hats, trimming and all, 
and so it goes. The latest, most fashion- 
able wedding in New York at this writ- 
ing was a pageant in brown. The bride 
was the only figure seemingly untouched 
by it. She had paradise feathers in her 
bouquet. Whether brown or not, the wit- 
ness failed to state. They might well 
have been. 

I am giving at least two brown cos- 
tumes today, both caped, not to slight 
the toasts of the season. In No. 2 we 
have flat crépe in brown worked up into 
a straight line dress, embroidered in rich 
yellow and cape with Vionnet collar. The 
tie ends are fringed with yellow wool. 
The other achievement in brown, the fig- 


ure to the far right, is of crépe. Plaited 
crépe is used for the cape panel at the 
back, which extends from shoulder line to 
hips, and for the side panels in the skirt. 
A large bow of the crépe tied on the left 
hip gives chic. 

Now we come to something yellow. 
It’s a color-to keep in mind when doing 
early spring sewing. Nothing except 
brown is more sought after now, and 
whether brown will have a large summer 
following remains to be known. In No.3 
yellow flat crépe is worked up into a 
blouse and knife plaited skirt. The em- 
broidery on the blouse is of black wool 
varied with ornamental disks that look 
Jike silver but are tin. 

No. 4 wears what is known as a hand- 
kerchief dress. The border makes the 
banding around the hem and the poimted 
capes of the sleeve. A large handkerchief 
of white acts as scarf-m-attendance. 

The green lady next was in broadcioth, 
with soutache, when she came overseas, 
but I had her put imto crépe, finely 
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braided. There are many changes that 
could be wrung on this cape on the half 


shell arrangement. 

The third figure from the right illus- 
trates something new in style that is on 
its way. It’s the form fitting or princess 
dress—seen here and there occasionally 
and due for a real fashion vogue later on 
It tells at its best on a rounded, youthful 
figure. Blue wool crépe is used, accented 
with a band of embroidery and tucks at 
the hip line and-tiny dots of embroidery 
above. Narrow bands of embroidery trim 
the neck and flaring sleeve ends. 

Reverting to the shaw! dress, No. 4, ths 
market is full of them, or the makings of 
them. Great squares of printed goods, 
silks and cottons, are draped or cut to suit 
the demands of the figure. The summer 
silk collection of one famous manufac- 
turer of novel fabrics is featuring them in 
the lead. They are bright colored East 
Indian patterns in foulard.

He lectures twice a week, and said, “ I like 
it—the little I do, but want no more. Just 
the amount I do is refreshing. It is an in- 
centive to meet other minds.” In contrast- 
ing the American and the foreign academic 
mind and outlook; he said, “The criticism 
I would have to make in regard to our work 
is that many of our best men in science go 
to the industries. The academic salaries 
are insignificant, and that is true even to the 
highest.

“The charlatan,” he added, 
“as often has it,” and he 
thought scientists ought to 
make Tyndal and Huxley 
their models in style and man- 
ner of presentation. The 
lately published “Outline of 
Science” he commended as 
“ valid, sound, and at the same 
time attractive—not mischie- 
vous but decidedly useful.” 
Mr. Bryan and his exegesis he 
thought a very bad influence 
and a retarder of the accept- 
ance of the validities of science.

the great Michelson, who is so simple, so 
spontaneous and so friendly, does himsc!/ 
react to that humbleness of spirit which 
science lays upon her children. We werc 
talking of Spencer and his essential rever- 
ence, and Mr. Michelson said, “ Yes, scienc’ 
is the mother of reverence and also of a feel- 
ing of our own insignificance that is not very 
flattering.. You have to just cease to pre- 
tend—even to yourself.” 

“ And so, if it is not an unfair question. 
will you tell me what is your attitude in the 
matter of the revealed faiths—to use merely 
a term of convenience and not to be either 
invidious or specific?” 

“ My general attitude,” he replied, “ is that 
the whole subject belongs to the childhood 
era of the race’s progress. There is nothing 
in it. Man believes what his feeling: 
prompt. But remember this—the most beau- 
tiful dreams and the grandest visions and 
the boldest flights of Milton and of Dante 
and of all the other rhapsodists do not ap- 
proach to the beauty and grandeur—and the 
reverence of science’s conception of the un1- 
verse.”| Copyright: 1923: By The Chicago Tribune.
